Pursuant to law, at 12 o’clock noon, A. E. Spriggs, Lieutenant Governor 
of the State of Montana and President of the Senate, called the Senators and 
Senators-elect of the Sixth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 
to order. 

The President appointed D. P. O’Connor to act as Secretary pro tem 
of the Senate.

knowingly receive, directly or indirectly, any money or other valuable 
thing for the performance or non-performance of any act or duty per- 
taining to my office, other than the compensation allowed by law. So help

Norris, having asked for information as to the status of Meagher County 
in the Senate of the Sixth “Legislative Assembly, Campbell presented the 
following communication from G. G. Watt: 


Townsend, Mont., January 2, 1899. . 
Senator Campbell, Helena, Montana: 

_My Dear Sir—Withstanding earnest solicitations from my friends and 
many persohs who might expect my support in political measures were lL 
to retain my seat as a member of the Legislative Assembly, I have fully 
decided not to contend for the same. True the burden of a contest would lay 
on the part of Mr. Anderson, for prima facie I am the member of the 
Senate for Meagher County. The law may not be clear on the question 
involved and an intelligent decision by the Senate might serve as a precedent 
in subsequent cases. But the matter bears a different relation to me than 
that of a’ mere decision on a doubtful proposition of law. The people of 
Meagher County have elected Mr. Anderson to represent them in the Senate, 
and conceding the equity of their claim to this choice they have made, and 
being under some personal obligations to him in the event of his election, 
I must decline the placing of his claim to a seat in your honorable body in 
jeopardy. My wishes would be concurred in by his being permitted to fill 
the unexpried term.

Whereas, It appearing to the satisfaction of the Senate that G. G. Watt, 
Senator from the Ninth Senatorial District, Meagher County, Montana, has 
removed from and has abandoned his residence in said District, for more 
than one year last past, and has therefore abandoned the office of Senator 
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from said District, and it also appearing that said Watt has failed to appear 
and answer to his name on roll call, and is not at this time claiming a right > 
to membership in this body, and that said Watt in a communication to this 
body has announced his intention of not claiming a seat in or admission to 
the Senate, and it also appearing that the electors of said Senatorial District 
have elected to the office of Senator from said Dstrict J. T. Anderson, and 
that said Anderson has appeared, presented his certificate of election and 
requested admission to this body, now therefore be it 

Resolved, That said J. T. Anderson be and he is hereby declared to be 
the Senator from said Ninth Senatorial District, and he is hereby admitted as 
such to membership in this body. Í 

On motion of Whiteside, the same was adopted. 

The credentials of Mr. J. T. Anderson were then ordered filed by the 
President. ; 

Hon. William H. Hunt, Associate Justice of the State of Montana, 
thereupon administered to Senator-elect Anderson the oath of office re- 
quired by law, and said J. T. Anderson subscribed his name thereto. 

On motion of Norris, the Senate tendered 4 vote of thanks to Associate 
Justice Hunt for his services.

RULES OF THE SENATE, SIXTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


Rule I. 
Hours of Meeting.—The hours of meeting of the Senate shall be 10 o’clock 
a. m and 2 o’clock p. m., unless otherwise specially ordered by vote of the 
Senate. ` 
Rule II. 
Call of the Senate.—The President shall call the Senate to order at the 
stated hour, and after roll call and prayer by the Chaplain the Journal of the 
preceding day shall be read, corrected and approved. 


; Rule III. 


President Pro Tem.—The President pro tem shall, in the absence of the 
President, take the chair and call the Senate to order at the hours of the 
meetings of the.Senate, and have the same powers as the President, 
but the President pro tem shall vote only as other member of the Senate. 
When the Senate is equally divided the Secretary shall take the decision 
of the President. l l 

Rule IV. 


Absentees.—No Senator shall absent himself from the service of the 
“Senate without leave first obtained. A less number than a quorum of the 
Senate are hereby authorized to send the Sergeant at Arms or any other 
person, for any or all absent Senators, as the majority of .such Senators 
present shall agree, at the expense of such absent Senators respectively, unless 
such excuse for non-attedance shall be made as the Senate, when a quorum 
is convened, shall judge sufficient: and this rule shall apply as well to the 
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first meeting of the Senate, at the legal time of meeting, as to each day of the 
session after the hour has arrived to which the Senate stood adjourned. 

The President or acting President of the Senate, or if less than’a quorum 
thereof, shall have the power to issue process, directed to the. Sergeant at 
Arms, or any other person, to compel the attendance of Senators absent with- 
out leave. Any Senator who shall refuse to obey such process, unless sick and 
unable to attend, shall be deemed guilty of a contempt of the Senate, and the 
Sergeant at Arms, or other person to whom such process may be direeted, 
shall have the power to use such force as may be necessary to compel the 
attendance of such absent Senator, and for this purpose he may command 
the assistance of any and all peace officers of the county, or of any county 
in the State. , 


Rule V. 


Order of Business.—After the reading and approving of the journal the 
order of business shall be as follows:

Reports of Select Committees. 

Messages from the Governor. 

Messages from the House of Representatives. 
Introduction of Bills. 

First Reading of Bills.

Special Orders of the Day. 

13. Reports of the Committees on Enrollment and Engrossment shall at 
all times be in order. 

Provided, That messages from the Governor, State Officers, and from the 
House of Representatives, may, on motion from any Senator, be considered at 
any time. 

Rule VI. 

Introduction of Bills.—All bills, resolutions, reports and papers, when 
introduced, shall be endorsed with the name of the Senator or committee 
presenting the same to the Senate. Every bill shall be introduced by a Sen- 
ator after a notice given, or by an order of the Senate, or on report of a 
committee, and one day’s notice at least must be given of the introduction of a. 
bill, unless two-thirds of the members present shall vote to dispense with 
such notice; provided, that where a bill is introduced by a Committee no such 
notice shall be required. 


Rule VII. 
Three Readings of Bills.—Hvery bill, memorial or joint resolution re- 


a 
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quiring the signature of the Governor shall receive three several readings pre- 
vious to its ‘passage, and the President shall give notice at each reading 
whether it be the first, second or third reading. But no such bill, memorial or ` 
joint resolution shall receive a second and third reading on the same day. 


Rule VIII. 


Commitments.—No bill or joint resolution shall be committed or amend- 
ed until it has been read twice. Jf objections are raised to the bill on its 
first reading, the question shall be, “Shall the bill be rejected?” If no objec- 
tion be made, or the questoin to reject be lost, the bill shall go to its second 
reading without further question. 


Rule IX. 

Bill or Memorial Requiring Three Readings.—On the second reading, 
every bill or memorial requiring three readings, shall be referred to the 
appropriate standing committee, which shall be announced by the President, 
unless the Senate, on motion, make a different order in relation thereto; and 
the Secretary of the Senate shall take a dated receipt of the Chairman of each 
committee, for all bills delivered to such committee.

Rule X. 


Printing of Bills and Papers.—Three hundred copies of every bill, me- 
morial and joint resolution requiring three readings shall be printed after 
the second reading and report thereof from the appropriate -committee, in 
case such committee, or a minority thereof, shall recommend the passage of 
the same. And in any event the Senate may order the printing of any bill, 
‘memorial or joint resolution. And all bills, memorials or joint resolutions 
that shall be printed shall remain at least one day on the files after being 
printed before being considered; provided, that under no circumstances shall 
the original bill be placed in the hands of the printer, but a true copy thereof 
shall be made under the direction of the printing committee, and forthwith 
by that committee delivered to the printer.

- Rule XI. 


Bills to be Read Twice at Length.—The first and third reading of every 
bill, resolution or memorial shall be at length, unless the Senate by a two- 
thirds vote shall dispense with one reading at-length; and in no case of 
bills appropriating money shall the requirement of two readings at length be 
dispensed with without the unanimous consent of the Senators present. 

The second reading of every bill, resolution or memorial shall be by its 
title. ` 


: Rule XII. 


Engrossment of Bills.—The final question upon the second reading of 
every bill or other paper, originating in the Senate, and requiring three read- 
ings previous to being passed, shall be: “Shall it be engrossed and read a 
third time?” And upon every such bill originating in the House of Represent- 
atives, “Shall-it be ordered to a third reading?” And no amendments shall be 
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received for discussion at the third reading of any bill, but it shall at all times 
be in order, before the final passage of such bill, to move its re-commit- 
ment under special instructions.

Rule XII. 


Question on Passage of Bills—Upon a third reading of a Senate bill, the 
question shall be stated thus: “‘This bill having been read three several times, 
the question is, ‘Shall the bill pass?’ Upon the third reading of the House 
bills the question shall be stated thus: “This bill having been read three 
several times, the question is, Shall the bill be concurred in?” 


P Rule XIV. 

Bills, Amendments and Resolutions Engrossed.—Al bills, amendments 
and resolutions, after being engrossed in pursuance of the order of the Senate, 
shall be carefully examined, compared and reported back by the Committee 
on Engrossed Bills, the engrossed copy to be transmitted to the House of 
Representatives, with the proper endorsements, and the original retained by 
the Senate. 


Rule XV. 


General File—All bills having received two readings and reported back 
by a committee shall constitute the General File. Bill: in the General Fi.e 
shall be arranged therein by the Secretary in the order in which they are 
reported, or referred thereto as aforesaid, and shall‘ be considered in the same 
order, unless the Senate shall direct otherwise. 


Rule XVI. 


Bill or Resolution Open to Amendment.—Substitutes may be offered at 
any time when a bill or resolution is open to amendment previous to engross- 
ment, and when adopted shall take the place of the original bill or resolution, 
and shall be open to amendment. 


` Rule XVII. 
Motion or Proposition on Subject Different.—No motion or proposition 
on a subject different from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment or substitute. | 


Rule XVIII. 


Largest Sum and Longest Time.—In filling up blanks the largest sum or 
number and the longest time shall be put first.

Rule XIX. 


Amendment to Constitution or Bill—When an amendment to the Consti- 
tution, or any bill requiring the concurrence of two-thirds of the Senators, 
is under consideration, the concurrence of two-thirds shall not be required 
to decide any question for amendment, or extending to the merits, being 
short of the final question. `

Debatable Motions.—No motion shall be debated until the same be 
seconded and distinctly announced by the President; and it shait be reduced 
to writing*if desired by the President or any Senator, and read by the Secre- 
tary before the same shall be debated. A motion may be withdrawn at any 
time before amendment. 


Rule XXVI. 

When a Reading of a Paper is Called For.—When the reading of a paper 
is called for (except petitions), and the same is objected to by any Senator, 
it shall be determined by a vote of the Senate, without debate. But this rule 
is not applicable to any bill, resolution, amendment, or other proposition 
which may be at the time directly under consideration. 


Rule XXVII. 

When a Senator Shall Speak.—EHEvery Senator when he speaks, shall, 
standing in his place, address the President, and when he has finished he shall 
sit down. No Senator shall speak more than twice in any one debate on the 
same day and at the same stage of the bill, without leave; and Senators who 
have once spoken shall not again be entitled to the floor (except for explana- 
tion) to the exclusion of another who has not spoken.

Rule XX XI. 


No Debate on Motion for Previous Question.—On a motion for the 
previous question, and under the previous question, there shall be no debate. 
And all incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made for the 
previous question (or while acting under the previous question), shall be 
decided, whether an appeal or otherwise, without debate.

Rule XXXII. 


When Ayes and Noes Called For.—When the ayes and noes shall be 
called for by two members present,every member within the bar of the 
Senate at the time the question was put shall declare openly and without de- 
bate his assent or dissent to the question.

_Cushing’s Law and Practice.—In all cases not provided for in these 
rules, the Senate shall be governed by the law and practice as laid down in 
Cushing’s Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies.

Rules, When Can be Changed.—No standing rule or order of the Senate 
shall be rescinded or changed without the concurrence of a majority of the

Messengers Introduced.—Messengers may be introduced in any stage of 
business, except while a question is being put, where the ayes and noes are 
being called, or while the ballots are being counted.

Duty of Doorkeeper, Sergeant at Arms, and Assistant Sergeant at Arms 
in Preserving Order.—It shall be the duty of the doorkeeper to prohibit all 
persons except Senators, ex-Senators, Members of the House of Representa- 
tives, State Officers, officers of the two Houses, and such reporters as may 
have seats assigned them by the President, from coming within the bar of the 
Senate, unless invited by the President or a Senator; and it shall be the duty 
of the Sergeant at Arms, or the Assistant Sergeant at Arms, to arrest for con- 
tempt all persons outside the bar or in the gallery, found engaged in loud 
conversation, or otherwise making a noise to the disturbance of the Senate.

mittee taken therefor, and said chairman shall deliver said bills to the en- 
rolling clerk, and take his dated receipt therefor; said bills shall be enrolled 
by the enrolling clerk in the order of their receipt from the chairman of the 
Enrolling Committee. 


Rule XLIX. 
Privilege of Closing Debate.—The author of a bill, motion or resolution 
shall have the privilege of closing the debate unless the previous question has 
been sustained.

No. 4 Transmission of Papers——Each House shall transmit to the 
other, with any bill, resolution or memorial, all papers upon which the 
same shall be founded, and on transmission of any House Bill to the Senate 
the Secretary of the Senate shall deliver to the Chief Clerk of the House a 
dated receipt for such bill, and on the transmission of any Senate bill to the 
House the Chief Clerk of the Houes shall deliver to the Secretary of the 
Senate a dated receipt therefor. l 

No. 5. Printing of Bills and Resolutions.. When any bill, memorial or 
resolution is ordered to be printed, a sufficient number of copies shall be 
printed for the use of both Houses, and the quota of each House delivered to 
its Sergeant at Arms. 

No. 6. Documents Ordered Printed to be Communicated to Hach House. 
—It shall be the duty of the Chief Clerk of the House of Representatives and 
the Secretary of the Senate, when any document is ordered to be printd in 
their respective Houses, forthwith to communicate such order to the other 
House. 

No. 7. Notice of Rejections of Resolutions and Memorials—When any 
bill, resolution or memorial which shall have passed in one House is rejected 
in the other, notice of said rejection shall be given to the House which has 
passed the same. 

No. 8. Five Days’ Notice and Consent of Two-thirds Vote.—When a 
bili, resolution or memorial which shall have passed in one House is re- 


jected in the other, it shall not again be introduced during the session without | 


five days’ notice and consent of two-thirds of the members voting thereon. 

No. 9. Title and Number of Bills.—The title of every bill shall briefly 
state its general object, and every bill shall be numbered by the clerk, and the 
title thereof, and the name of the member or committee introducing the 
same shall be endorsed thereon. 

No. 10. Journal to Give Title and Number of Bills—The journal of 
each House shall give the title and number of each bill, joint resolution or 
memorial; but the second and all subsequent reference shall be complete 
when referred to by its number. 

_ No. 11. Enrollment of Bills—When a bill has passed both Houses it 
shall be duly enrolled by the Enrolling Clerk of the House in which it orig- 
inated, and the fact of its origin shall be certified by the endorsement of the 
clerk thereof. : 
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No. 12. Examination of Enrolled Bills——-When bills are enrolled they 
shall be examined by a joint committee of three from the Senate, and three 
from the House, appointed as a standing committee for that purpose, ‘who 
shall carefully compare the enrollment with the engrossed bills as passed in 
the two Houses, and correcting any errors that may be discovered in the 
enrolled bills, make their report forthwith to their respective Houses. 


No. 18. Signing of Enrolled Bills by Presiding Officers.—Each enrolled ` 
bill shall be signed first by the presiding officer of the House in which it 
originated, and then by the presiding officer of the other branth of the 
Legislative Assembly in the presence of their respective Houses while in 
session. 


No. 14. Notices of Signing Bills to be Given by Presiding Officer.— 
Upon the presentation of an enrolled bill by the Enrolling Committee of 
either House to the. presiding officer for his signature thereto, he shall arise 
in his place and give notice that he is about to sign the same, giving the 
title thereof; whereupon, if any member shall signify his desire so to do, 
he shall be permitted to examine the same, but no objections to the presiding 
officer signing the same shall be of any avail if the same conforms to the 
engrossed bill as it passed both Houses.

House. 

No. 16. Memorials to Congress to be Enrolled.—All memorials to Con- 
gress, or to any officer or other authority of the Government, after they 
~ have passed both houses, shall be enrolled, signed by the presiding officer of 
the respective Houses, and shall -be transmitted by the Chief Clerk of the 
House in which they originated; to the President of the Senate, the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, or to the authority memorialized, and a 
copy to our Senators and Representatives in Congress. 


No. 17. Joint Resolutions and Memorials to be Filed With the Secretary 
of State.— Whenever a joint resolution or memorial shall have passed both

No. 22. A Steering Committee Provided For.—The President of the

MAJORITY REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ELECTIONS AND PRIVILEGHS. 


Helena, Montana, January 25th, 1899. 


Your Committee on Elections and Privileges, having had under consider- 
ation the contest election case of Geiger vs. Whiteside, beg leave to report as 
follows: 


That in accordance with the resolution of the Senate, we caused to be 
produced before us the official returns of Flathead County and official ballots 
used at the last general election, with the exception of the ballots from Pre- 
cinct No. 17, which said ballots were not in the possession of the committee. 

That the committee, thereupon, proceeded to make a recount of the entire 
ballots of said Flathead County cast at the last general election, and accord- 
ing to said recount, as far as the committee were able to proceed, the result 
showed six hundred and eighty-eight (688) votes for John H. Geiger and six 
hundred and eighty-seven (687) votes for Fred Whiteside for State Senator 
from Flathead County. That there were nineteen (19) ballots cast upon 
which the committee were’ unable to decide, six (6) of which purported to be 
for Geiger and thirteen (13) of which purported to be for Whiteside. These 
nineteen (19) ballots are herewith submitted by your committee for the con- 
sideration of the Senate, and for the decision of the entire Senate thereon 
as to the question of the intent of the voter casting each of said ballots. 


Your committee further recommends that the consideration of the ma- 
jority and minority reports of committee, on account of its importance, be 
made a special order for Friday, January 27th, at 2:00 o’clock p. m. That 
the nineteen (19) ballots in dispute are herewith transmitted by your com- 
mittee and made a part of this report.

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MINORITY REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ELECTIONS AND PRIVILEGES. 


. Helena, Montana, Janúary 26th, 1899. 
Mr. President: 

We, the undersigned, hereby submit for the conscientious consideration 
of the Senate, our minority report as follows: 


On January 28rd, the committee met for the purpose of canvassing the 
ballots of Flathead County, relating to the office of State Senator. The con- 
testant, John H. Geiger, was represented before the committee during the 
entire sitting by Thomas C. Marshall and M. S. Gunn as his counsel. The 
contestee, Fred Whiteside, was not present nor was he represented by 
counsel, ; 


The Clerk and Recorder of Flathead County was sworn and gave testi- 
mony concerning the returns received at his office from which testimony, 
and further developments, it appeared that the ballots from Precinct No. 17 
had never been received by the Clerk and Recorder of Flathead County, and 
consequently were not canvassed by the committee. In this precinct the 
majority of votes as shown by the official returns were in favor of the con- 
testant Geiger, and the majority of the committee decided to accept the 
returns as the vote of that precinct without further effort to secure the ballots, 
notwithstanding the fact that the canvass of the ballots of the different pre- 
cincts revealed the fact that numerous mistakes were made by the judges who 
canvassed the ballots. “+ 


The committee proceeded to canvass the ballots of the various precincts 
that were produced before the committee and agreed as to the intent of the 
voters relative to all. ballots save the number of nineteen ballots, which are 
submitted for action by the Senate. We desire to say that the first of the bal- 
lots concerning which there was a doubt in the minds of the committee as to 
the intention of the voters was a ballot with the cross to the right of the 
name of Geiger, and in the dotted space to the left of the heavy line separating 
the party tickets. Counsel for contestant urged at that time that this mark- 
ing showed an intention on the part of the voter to cast his ballot for .con- 
testant Geiger, while the members of the committee making this minority 
report contended that the ballot should not then be counted but should be 
submitted to the Senate for action by that body. A motion was made by one 
of those presenting the majority report to the effect that such ballots be 
counted for the contestant Geiger, and this motion was carried by vote of all 
presenting the majority report. After the canvass of the entire vote had been 
made it was ascertained that six ballots so marked were for the contestant 
Geiger and twelve ballots so marked were for the contestee Whiteside. 
The opinion of the counsel for contestant was at once changed and those 
presenting the majority report concurred in the views of counsel for con- - 
testant that all ballots so marked should not be counted for either party, 
thus entirely changing the position taken at the beginning of the count and 
thus repudiating the action by them taken before the number of such ballots 
were ascertained. f 
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It is our judgment that there can be no question whatever as to the 
intention of the voter in respect to eighteen ballots submitted for the consid- 
eration of the Senate, and the intention of the voter is apparent to any fair- 
minded man; for instance, one ballot so marked for the contestee Whiteside 
has two names written near the foot of the ticket and after these names the 
cross is placed in the same column and in exactly the same manner as it is 
placed after the name of Whiteside, and yet the majority of the committee 
decided that the intention of the voter in this instance could not be ascer- 
tained. 


We submit another ballot where the voter placed a cross to the left of the 
name of Whiteside, and then placed a cross in the circle at the head of the 
People’s Party ticket, and thereupon completely erased the name of the 
Populist candidate for State Senator. The committee decided that they could 
not ascertain the intention of the voter in this case and consequently refused 
to count such ballot for the contestee Whiteside. 


It was agreed by motion at the beginning of the count that the commit- 
tee should be guided by the elections laws of Montana and the interpretation 
of the same by the Supreme Court. 


We respectfully submit that in the case of Dickerman vs. Gelsthorpe, 
reported in 19 Montana at page 249, the Supreme Court of Montana decided 
that where the intention of the voter could be ascertained the ballots should 
be counted and that the voter should not be disfranchised because of some 
informality relative to the marking of his ballot. In respect to the ballot 
just mentioned, it is strange, indeed, that an intelligent citizen holding the 
high office of State Senator could not determine the intention of the voter 
when the cross was placed opposite and to the left of the name of Whiteside 
and no marking whatever made on the Republican ticket, and the name of the 
Populist candidate entirely erased. 

We respectfully submit that after a careful canvass of the ballots before 
us, and in the light of law and common justice, there can be no question in 
the mind of any fair-minded and unbiased man as to the result of the election 
in this case. Contestee Whiteside received at said election seven hundred 
(700) votes and the contestant Geiger received only six hundred and ninety- 
four (694) votes, all of which appears by reference to the majority and minor- 
ity reports candidly and fairly considered in this matter. 

We, therefore, recommend that the nineteen ballots submitted to the 
Senate for inspection be carefully considered, and six thereof be counted for 
contestant Geiger and thirteen thereof be counted for contestee Whiteside, 
and that Senator Whiteside be permitted to retain his seat in this Senate 
and the contest auestion dismissed.

. otherwise. Every such surety company must, before commencing to do busi- 
ness in this State, comply with the law regulating foreign corporations, except 
that it need not file copies of its charter, statements, appointments of agents 
or reports, in counties other than the one in which is located its office or 
principal place of business within this State; provided, that before any such 
company organized outside of the State of Montana, can furnish any official 
bond, or bond in any judicial proceeding, or for any court officer or person 
under control of the court, it must first deposit with the State Auditor one 
hundred thousand dollars in U. S. Government Bonds, bonds of this State, or 
the legally issued bonds of any county or city or school district in Montana, or 
in first mortgages on Montana real estate, for amounts not in excess of one- 
half the value of the property loaned on; the title to such securities to vest 
in the State Auditor, as trustee, he to collect the interest thereon, and when 
so collected to remit the same to the company entitled thereto without cost 
or charge to said company. Thereupon such surety company may present to 
the State Auditor proof satisfactory to him that it has complied with - 
this act and that it is a surety company entitled to do business in this State 
under the provisions hereof, and upon payment.to him of the license fee 
required of general insurance companies by the laws of this State, he shall 
issue it a license authorizing it to transact business within this State. The 
moneys arising from the issuance of such license shall be paid into the State 
Treasury and disposed of as are other moneys arising from license taxes. 
No license shall be issued to any such surety company whenever its liabili- 
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ties shall exceed its assets, and whenever the Auditor shall become satisfied 
that the liabilities of any surety company, to which license has been issued, 
exceed its assets, he shall send a notice in writing to the secretary of such 
company, stating the fact and requiring the deficiency to be paid up within 
ninety days from the date of such notice, and if not so paid up within the 
time limited, he shall issue a certificate setting forth the amount of such de- 
ficiency, and the license of such company is thereby cancelled. The said certi- 
ficate shall be published in a daily paper printed at the City of Helena once a 
week for: three weeks, and from the date of the first publication of such 
certificate such company shall be prohibited from doing business within this 
State.

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.Following is the text of the veto message regarding bill 132: 


“Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives:—I sin- 
cerely wish it were possible for me to agree with you in the:passage of House 
' Bill No. 182. I dislike exceedingly to place my judgment and opinion in 
opposition tó- what seems to be such a unanmious. judgment of this body. 
` But in the discharge of official duty there ought to be but one guide, and 
that should be the constitution and the law as revealed to us by calm 
and unbiased study. In my humble judgment no measure was ever present- 
ed to a legislature more fraught with evil to a people or more obnoxious 
to a constitution than this bill., The very reasons which actuated the in- 
troduction of this bill are dangerous to our institutions and our liberties. 
These reasons are as follows: 


“First—The Boston & Montana Copper and Silver Mining Company, 2 
corporation of this state, in May last undertook to sell all its property to 
a New York corporation and compel its stockholders to accept stock in a 
foreign: corporation in lieu of stock held in the domestic or home corpora- ` 
tion. Suit was brought by Forrester and MacGinnis, stockholders, to pre- 
vent such conduct, and the supreme court of this state, on November 28, by 
a unanimous opinion, sustamed the plaintiffs and ordered a reconveyance ot 
all property to the Montana company. The lawyers and parties: defeated in 
that case are here trying by this bill to reverse .the decision of our supreme 
court and I am told, because I happened to be one of the attorneys for For- 
rester and MacGinniss, that I cannot afford to veto this bill. But when I 
am sustained by. the uananimous opinion of our supreme court and by the. 
constitution of our state, I can and will veto any measure that is as vicious 
as this bill. l 


“The second reason for the strong following and lobby behind this bill is 
as follows: The Rothchilds and the magnates of the Standard Oil company, 
according to all report, are now engaged in trying to control the copper out- 
pul of the world, and they desire to include our great copper properties in 
the pool. This accounts for the strong following this bill has with the cor- ` 
. porate interests of the state. These reasons alone, without further remark, 
cughi to be sufficient.to defeat this measure before a free and independent 
representative body of this state. : 

“In addition to the foregoing there are still ‘more vital reasons for its 
defeat. This bill makes it possible and easy for corporations in the state to 
combine with any other corporation, foreign or domestic; and thus form 
a trust or pool. Section 20, of article 15, of Gur state constitution, reads as 
follows? ee 

“No corporation, stock company, person or associations of persons in the 
state of Montana, shall, directly cr indirectly, combine or form what is 
known as a trust, or make any ccnjract with any person or persons, corpora- 
tions or stock company, foreign or domestic, through their stockholders, 
trustees, or in any manner whatever, for the purpose of fixing the price 
or regulating the production of any article of: commerce, or of the produce 
` of the soil, for consumption by the people. The legislative assembly shali 
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pass laws fór the enforcement thereof by adequate penalties to the extent, 
if recessary for that purpose, of forfeiture of their property and franchise, 
or in cases of foreign corporation, prohibiting them from carrying on busi- 
ness in the state.” i 

“This bill is in direct violation of*the foreign provision of our constitu- . 
tion. It is not necessary that the bill should declare,in its title or the body ` 
tiereof that it is intended to regulate the production or the price of copper, 
or other article of commerce, in order to violate the provision quoted. lf the 
hill can be used or utilized for forming a combine or trust to regulate the 
production of any article of commerce or production of the soil, it is ob- 
noxious to our constitution. Can any -man read this measure and say it 
cunnot be used to form copper or mining trusts or combines, and thereby reg- 
ulate the price or production of anarticle of commerce? The present great rise 
in the price of copper is largely due to the contemplated trust which is re- 
ported in the press of the country. Silver, lead, iron, copper and every other 


“production of our mines, except gold, are ‘articles of commerce for consump- 


tion by the people,’ and any law tending to create trusts for controlling their 
produetion or fixing the price of their products, is in violation of the consti- 
tution. Instead of passing this law to foster these trusts and combines, it 
is your duty under the oath you have taken and under the direction of the 
provisions of the constitution quoted to pass a law forbidding and prohibit- 
ing any such effort, by any corywration or company. 

“I wish to call your attention to the diflerence petween your body and 
the Colorado assembly now in session. The smelting and mining. corpora- | 
tions, acting under the same impulse felt in this state, contemplated a simi- 
lar move in Colorado, but Governor Thomas sent to the legislature a mess- 
age asking it to pass a law prohibiting such trusts and pools, and in a very 
short time after his message was read, one house of that body had passed 
a bill in accordance with his suggestions; and he wires me that the legis- 
lature is trying to prevent a smelter trust in that state, while you, on the 
contrary, are trying to organize a copper trust, with the Standard oil mag- 
nates in control. This bill further violates our constitution in this: Section 
11, article 3, provides that ‘no ex post facto law, nor law impairing the obli- 
gation of contracts, or making any irrevocable grant of special privileges, 
franchises Gr immunities shall be passed by the legislative assembly.’ 


“The relation of the corporation to the state is contractual. The char- 


-ter of a domestic corporation is a contract between the state and the cor- 


poration, (see section 3,031 of Thompson on corporations.) Likewise, the 
relation of each stockholder to the corporation is contractual, (see Cook on 
stockholders, section 11, and Peninsular Railway company vs. Duncan, 28 
Michigan, page 1380.) The state in its constitution reserves the right to 
amend or alter the charter of a corporation. It may change the contract 
between the state and the corporation, but it cannot so change it as to im- 
pair or violate the contract which each stockholder has with the same cor- 
poration. If such change is contemplated, then such act violates the con- 
tract which each shareholder has with the corporation, and such a law is 


void. 
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Again, this proposed law violates other provisions, both of our state and 
rational constitutions. Article V, of amendments to the.constitution of the 
United States says: ‘Nor shall private property be taken for public use with-. 
ont just compensation,’ and section 14, article III, of our state constitution 
says, ‘private property shall not be takeh or damaged ‘for public use, with- 
ovt compensation’ having been first made to,- or ‘paid into court for, the 
owner.’ You will notice that in these provisions the taking of private 
preperty for public use is allowed under certain conditions and the converse 
of this proposition is true, viz., that private’ property cannot be taken for a 
private use under any conditions. Indeed, so careful were the framers of 
our . constitution, that in order to run a ditch or canal over the lands of 
another, such a use is declared to be a public use, (see section 15, article ITI, 
of our constitution.) s 
“This bill provides that if any stockholder disssents from the action of 
the majority in combining with any other corporation or trading for the 
stock of another corporation, a commission is appointed to appraise the val- 
ue of his stock, which is his individual property, and sell it out at public 
auction or to the grantee of the corporation, thus taking private property 
and confiscating it for private purposes. 


“The title of this bill is deceptive. It is contended that the bill is to 
enable the majority stockholders to control a property and to sell 
or lease it and to protect the minority stockholders. The majority 
stockholders,, under our present law, can sell, ‘lease, mortgage or - 
dispose of all mining property, (see section 1,013 of the civil code 
of Montana.) Under the present law after notice -duly given, if three- 
fourths of all shares are represented at the meeting and two-thirds of “all 
shares vote in favor of a sale, such sale is valid and effectual and in the 
same way-all the property or any part can be leased, sold or mortgaged, and 
minority cannot prevent it. The only thing a minority can prevent, accord- 
ing to the decision of our supreme court, is this: A dissenting stockholder 
can prevent a,domestic corporation from trading its stock off and accept- 
ing in payment therefi.r sicck in a foreign corporation. That was what the 
Boston & Montana cempany attempted to do, and that is what this bill will 
allow all corporations to do. -This is an effort to get out from the jurisdic- 
tion of our state courts; that corporations can carry every case into: the 
United States court, with the result that if a miner or employe has a claim 
against them he cannot sue in the-state court. In our state court two-thirds 
of the jury can agree anu tind a verdict, but in the United States court, a 
unanimous verdict is required. It is much easier for corporations to defeat 
a case where they have only to secure one juror to prevent a verdict against 
them. Again, a poor man cannot afford to litigate in the United States 
courts. It requires more money and much longer time to secure final judg- 
ment. If you pass this bill you will put-it in the power of rich corporations 
to defeat any claims against them without any great expense. You will re- 
move all their records from the state to the great injury of litigants and of 
the taxing power of the state. 
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“It is claimed by some that this bill will tend to develop our country. 
I say that its tendency will be to preventdevelopment except by a few gigantic 
concerns. Under the present law the poor miner or prospector organiezs a 
company and puts a portion of his stock in the treasury and peddles it out 
to friends in small lots and thus gets money to develop his mine. But if 
this bill becomes a law no man will care to buy stock, unless he can have 
over one-third, Leeause, if be has less, the others may compel him to sell 
out his stock or swap it for stock in some foreign corporation and thus freeze 
him out if he objects. There is.another serious objection to this bill. Sec- 
tion 1 provides that a notice, giving in general terms what is proposed to 
be done, shall be published for 30 days and a copy mailed to each stock- 
kolder, calling a meeting of stockholders. But when the stockholders meet 
ae can propose any kind of disposition of the property; they are not con- 
fined to the published notice. Suppose, for instance, the notice sent out 
and published shall propose a lease of the property;- but when they meet, if, 
instead of leasing, they propose to sell or trade off the capital stock for stock 
in another corporation, they can do so under this act. The stockholder re- 
ceiving a notice that it is proposed to lease the property might 
be willing to lease, and pay no further attention and not attend 
the meeting. Those who did attend could disregard | the notice 
and propose a sale, for the bill says that after electing a chairman and 
sceretary, ‘thereupon any proposition for the sale or lease, mortgage, or ex- 
change, or disposition for other property, or for the whole or a part of the 
capital stock of any other corporation, domestic or foreign, or to otherwise 
dispose cf the whole or any part of the mining ground, mills, smelts, or as- 
sets of any description, may be considered and acted upon at said meeting.’ 
You will observe they are not confined to the proposition made in their no- 
tice sent out to each stockholder. Any act thus done at such meeting, no 
wora or intimation of which was put in the published notice, may be car- 
ried through as effectually as if full notice had been given. An absent stock- 
holder is not atterwards nctified of what was done at such meeting, al- 
though it may have been against his wishes; yet he must come within 20 days 
and dissent in writing from what was done, or he is deemed to have assented. 
But the advocates of this bill say the secretary has to file a statement of 
what was done at the meeting with the county clerk and recorder. Yes, that 
is ttue, but when does he have to file it? So far as this act is concerned, he 
may not have to file his certificate with the county clerk for a year; but 
the poor deluded stockholder must make his objection within 20 days or for- 
ever hold his peace. 

“Let me again appeal to you to consider what you are doing. The haste 
with which this measure has been railroaded through both houses ought.to 
he a warning that ‘something is rotten in Denmark.’ It has been rushed 
through under whip and spur and every corporate lobbyist is at its back. 
Ever our national holiday, set apart for the observance by our people of the 
anniversary of the birth of the immortal Washington, was desecrated by the 
passage of this bill. That day which recalls the patriotism and devotion of 
Washington to the cause of his country was not a fitting day on which to 
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pass a bill destined to serve the selfish interests of corporations and put a 
yoke upon our people more galling than Egytian bondage. I had hoped the 
people of Montana might be spared, at least for many years, the power of 
the Standard oil magnates. They control already the lamplights of Ameri- 
ca and by controlling the. production of copper they propose to control the 
électric lights of the world, as well as the electrie power and the thousand 
other uses to which copper is applied. If they could, they would obscure the 
. go@ of day and deny us daylight. If you do not assert your manhood and in- 
‘dependence now and defeat this measure, it will be too late when the ten- 
tacies of this cctcopus have fastened their fangs on the strong limbs of this ` 
fair young commonwealth. sO 
_ “Seeing, as I do, the dangers in this bill and knowin full well how vi- 
cious and unconstitutional it is, and knowing that many of you are deceived 
hy the fair phrases in its caption, I write you thus at length to ‘warn you 
of the dangers where you stand. Instead of being entitled ‘An act to regu- 
late, mortgage, sell, lease or convey corporate property and protect minority 
stockholders,’ it should be entitled ‘An act to reverse the supreme court and 
to encourage and facilitate the formation of trusts and combines and to legal- 
ize the confiscation of private property for private uses in the state of Mon- 
tana.’ 
“For the reasons set forth in this message, I must refuse to give this 
“il my approval. `

Concerning Bill 124, Governor Smith. wrote as follows: 


“Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives:—House 
Bill No., 124 is the handmaiden of House Bill No. 132. Both-are being engi- 
neered by the same parties. and both are intended for the same purpose, and 
_ that is to give the wealthy and strong undue advantage over the weaker. 
If this bill only gave a right of appeal from a final judgment, or from an 
order granting or refusing to grant a new trial, or gratning or dissolving an 
injunction, or refusing to grant or dissolve an injunction, or grant- 
ing dissolving cr refusing to dissolve an attachment, or from an 
order appointing or refusing to appoint a receiver, I would sign 
it willingly. But what follows after that is the objectionable part, viz., ‘or 
giving directions with respect to a receivership.’ If this measure becomes a 
law it practically repeals the authority of the district court to control prop- 
erty in its hands. A receiver is the agent and officer of the court and he acts 
under the instruction and direction of the court and gives bond for the faith- 
ful performance of his duty and the protection of all parties interested. But 
if this bill becomes a law the district court cannot order the receiver to take 
charge of the property, or collect debt, or compel an accounting, or pay out 
any money, or hire and person to do any work for the property in his charge, 
or pay the taxes.on the property. In fact, no order or direction can be 
‘given by the court to the receiver without the same can be appealed from 
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and the cause brought to the supreme court and the whole’ matter stayed 
until the supreme court can hear it. The passage of this law would destroy’ 
the efficiency of a zeceiver in any case and would entail endless litigation, to 
such an extent that none but wealthy people could afford to go to court to 
maintain their rights. The old law of appeal has been sufficient to suit all 
lawyers and-litigants in this state for over 30 years and no one found fault 
until the Boston & Montana was defeated in the supreme court, and now _ 
they must reverse it by an act of the legislature. Lawyers and parties who 
come to you to reverse the supreme court should be turned out of the door 
of the assembly. It is an unfair way to try lawsuits, and if you countenance 
such procedure every litigant defeated in the court will seek redress in the 
legislature. For these reasons I cannot give my assent to the passage of this 
act. l

* A-Bill for An Act entitled an Act for the Submission to the electors of 
the State of Montana for their approval or Rejection an Amendment to Sec- 
tion 5, Article VIII, of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relative to 
Justices of the Supreme Court. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative ‘Assemibly of the State of Montana: 

Section 1. There shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana at the next general election to be held within the State, the 
following amendment to Section 5, Article VIII, of the Constitution of the 
- State ‘of Montana, relating to the Supreme Court. 


Section 2. Section 5 of Article VIII shall be amended as follows: 


“The Supreme Court shall consist of three Justices a majority of whom 
shall be necessary to form a quorum or pronounce a decision, but one or 
more of said justices may adjourn the court from day to day, or to a day 
certain and the Legislative Assembly shall have the power to increase the 
number of said justices to not less nor more than five. In case any justice 
‘or justices ‘of the Supreme Court shall be in any way disqualified to sit in 
a cause brought before such court, the remaining justice or justices shall 
have power to call on one or more of the District Judges of this State as in 
the particular case may be necessary to constitute the full number of jus- 
tices of which the said court shall then be composed, to sit with them on 
the hearing of said cause. In all cases where a district judge is invited to` 
sit and does sit as by this Section provided, the decision and opinion of such 
District J udge shall have the same force and effect in any cause heard be- 
fore the court as if regularly participated in by a justice of the Supreme 
‘Court. 
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Section 3. The vote upon this amendment shall be counted “and can- 
vassed by such persons and in such manner as provided by law for the count- 
ing and canvassing of the vote for members of Congress, and if a majority 
of all the yotes cast at said election, for or against said amendment shall 
be in favor of the amendment, the Governor of the state shall immediately 
so declare by public proclamation, and said amendment shall be in full force 
abd effect as part of the constitution from and after the date of said pro- 
clamation. 

Section 4. The official ballot used at the general election held in No- 
vember, 1900, shall have printed thereon the following words: 

“For the amendment to the constitution relating to the Supreme Court,” 
and the words, “against the amendment to the constitution relating to. the 
Supreme Court.” 7 - 

Section 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
1epealed.
